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The Veterans Independence Program 
(VIP) assists clients to remain healthy 
and independent in their own homes or 
communities. It does this by offering a 
variety of services to those who meet the 
eligibility requirements. The services 
veterans receive depend on their indi- 
vidual circumstances and health needs. 


Clients who may be eligible for VIP are 
disability pensioners for services related 
to their pensioned conditions, and 
certain clients who qualify because of 
their income. In all cases, only those 
clients who are not eligible for services 
as residents of a province may benefit 
from VIP. 


To find out if you are eligible, contact 
the Veterans Affairs district office 
nearest you. 


What does VIP cover? 


VIP assists with the costs of certain 
services provided at the client's home 
such as: 


= grounds maintenance including 
grass cutting or snow removal; 


= housekeeping including help with 
routine tasks such as laundering, 
cleaning, vacuuming and preparing 
meals; 


m personal care services to assist with 
bathing, dressing and eating; 


= nutrition services like meals-on- 
wheels and wheels-to-meals; and 


m health and support services 
provided by health professionals.

Who is eligible for VIP? under VIP. 


a Transportation costs may be covered 
for other activities such as shopping, 
banking, attending senior citizen 
centres and churches, and visiting 
friends when transportation is not 
otherwise available. 


m Ambulatory health care covers 
certain health and social services 
provided outside the home such as 
adult day care, and travel costs to 
access these services. 


s Nursing home care may also be 
provided when living at home is no 
longer practical and a greater level of 
nursing and personal assistance is 
needed. 


m Home adaptations can be made. For 
example, bathrooms, kitchens and 
doorways can be modified to provide 
access for basic everyday activities 
such as food preparation, personal 
hygiene and sleep. Home 
adaptations do not include general 
renovations or repairs. 


If you are eligible for VIP 


District Office counsellors will carry out 
an assessment to determine your needs, 
the services to be provided and the 
amount to be paid. 


Other services 


Employees of Veterans Affairs work 
closely with provincial and local 
agencies to provide clients with the 
greatest possible range of benefits and 
services to meet their health and social 
needs.
